Enemy Mrings Up Bridge Materials In 
the Dark With View of Crossing 
“the Canal When Egyptian Corps 
Falls on Them Capturing Supplies 
—Skirmish Fought In Sandstorm 
Near Ismalla. 


CAIRO, Feb. 4.—(Via London.)— 
The following official communication 
was Issued here yesterday: 

“During Tuesday olght the encmy 
attempted to cross the Suez Canal 
near Toussoum .(25- miles north of 
Suez). They were permitted to bring 
bridging material to the bank of the 
canal unmolested, but directly they 
started bridging operations our 
troops attacked and the enemy fed 
io disorder, Icaying all the material 
in our hands. Sereral of the enewy 
were drowned. 

“The enemy also allacked on the 
El-Kantara front (40 miles south of 
Port Said), at daylight: yesterday. 
They were easily repulsed, losing 16 
killed or wounded and 40 prisoners. 
Qur cesuaities “were three meno 
wounded.” 

British forces bad a skirmish with 
Turks Tuesday in the acighborhood of 
Isteallia, on Lake Timsab, on the 
Suez Canal. ‘The Turks finally re- 
treated. The British had six men 
wounded. 
during a sandstorm, but the shooting 
by the Turks, both with rifles and 
witb artillery was bad,

When beginning the attack, take a

“TURKS ARE RETREATING.” 
Vanguard is In Full lout—Prisoners 


Pour Late British Camp, 


CAIRO, Feb. 8. — In the engage- 
ment at El Kantara, on.the Suez 
Canal, the Turks made their first at- 
tack before dawn. Owing to the in- 
undations, mace by the British, the 
enemy was, forced to advance on a 
narrow front over very soft ground, 
where some ‘of them were stuck waist 
deep in ihe'mud. The attack had fail- 
ed before dawn came. 

At daybreak another attack was 
pushed from the southeast. From all 
accounts the enemy never had a, 
chance of succeeding. 

The Syrian troops came bravely 
on, but the British fre was too much 
for them. A shell from one of the 
warships wiped out a party of of- 
cers, A low ridge where the Turks 
were attempting to entrench was 
swept by artillery. The advance 
of the Indian troops completed the 
work of the guns, and by three o'clock 
in the afternoon all was over, 

The next day the Hritish, pusbing 
out from the canal, found the hostile 
column had retreated, and bad even 
abandoned a position several miles to 
the easy which had been strongly en- 
trenched as a point d’appul, 

Since then prisoners with rifles 
and other trophies have been stream. 
ing In. The prisoners, some of whom 
expected to be delivered up to tor- 
ture, were delighted to find them- 
selves well treated and well fed.

it under: His legal requirements. 
Thus we read, ‘‘The wages of ain is 
death; but the gift of God Is eternal 
life through Jesus Christ our Lord.” 
(Romans 6:23.) What we could sot 
obtain legally under the Divine re- 
quirements God proffers us as a gilt. 
But the gift js conditional, as ex 
pressed in the words, “through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.” 2 
Only those who accept Jesus Christ 
as “the Way, the Truth and the Life" 
may have God's gift of eternal life. 
Hence It will be seen that it is wholly 
a mistake to suppose that the hea- 
then at bome or abroad can get eter- 
pal life, the gift of God, in ignorance 
of Christ.. All the Scriptures declare 
not only that we cannot save our- 
selves by obedience to the terms of 
God’s Law, but that “there is none 
other name under Heaven given 
amongst_men, whereby we must be 
saved’'—tirough faith in His blood.

“The' first day we were sudjected 
to a most appalling shell fire, about 
150 shells fell all Airound us, and 
sometimes they came eizht at a time. 
One felt that our chances of cominz! 
out alive were nil, but wonderful to!

GERMANS TOO: STRONG 
Russians Must Reduce Enemy 

_ Before Making Advance. 








Defensive Move Upon the Part of | 
the Grand Duke, Who Will Re 
«celve Next Offenstve on His Own 
Ground — Lyck Is thé Heart of 


Struggle. 


LONDON, Feb. 12. — The official 
announcement that th: Russians were 
retiring In East Prussia haz come up- 
on‘ ihe public here as an unpleasant 
surprise, but nothing more. It is im- 
possible, for greatly inferior numbers 
to meet the Germang on thelr own 
ground, and the ‘Russias aro repeat- 
ing thelr old manosuvres of choosing 
a position for defence at home, After 
all, it Is not miles, but men which 
separate the Russian forces from 
their ultimate goal, Berlin, and the 
tactics which will enable the largest 
number of Germans to be killed at 
the minimum cost to themselves are 
the only sure means for the allies to 
win thelr war againat the nation that 
bas been preparing for decades, The 
entire strategic front on this side 
resolves itself now into the centre 
extending between the lower and up- 
per reaches of th® Vistula and two 
wings, the .Russlan ‘right reaching” 
away northwards from the lower Vis- 
tuda and the left from the upper Vis- 
tula, stretching away along the Car- 
patbians. The centre bas been quiles- 
cent for several days, with the excep- 
tlon of some artillery dueling and the 
usual compliments between opposing 
trenches. The Russian right wing has 
retired before the overwhelming new 
forces of Germans, and the Russian 
left continues to srosecute the main 
business of the campaign in the Car- 
Ppatblans with success. 1 

The new situation In East Prussia { 
baa a connection with the subdividing 
of the Austro-Cerman campaign 
along the Carpathians, Austria must 
goon lose the prop of her ally. 
Therefore the German staff has arriv- 
ed at the conviction that the Aws-

Von Hindenburg has brought prob- 
ably 200,000 additional men to its 
execution, Their task is to secure | 
protection for the northern section 
of Yon Hindenburg’s command 
againgt the Russian invasion, while 
the attention of the main German 
army is absorbed by the prolonged 
battles requiring to the utmost limit 
its strength in Flanders aod France.

Germanma Forbkis Foreign Shipa In

COPENHACEN, Feb, 15—Admiral 
von Pohl’s prélimfnary measure to 
the blockade which was due to come 
into operation on Thursday Is pro- 
mulgated from Berllo. The Danish 
Minister of Marine announces that be

The 
Danish Minister makes the announce- 
ment, but without comment, that this 
Means that neutral coasting vessels 
plying between neutral ports in the 
Baltle betwecn Scandinavia and Hol- 
land will have to give a wide berth to 
German territorial waters which are 
now forbidden, 

Britain and América’s dlabelicf io 
the efficacy of a German blockade of 
the Britigh coast bas greatly angered 
Germany. ‘The word “bluff has 
particularly annoyed the Gerinan Ad- 
miralty, Certain Journals give the 
assurance that no Danish interesus 
are threatened by the blockade, Other 
papers, chiefly sem!-oMicial, declare 
that Germany intends to sink any 
neutra’ ship without examination if 
the ship is carrying contraband or 
steaming to Britain. If any Ameri- 
can ship is sunk American must bear 
the responsibility. Germany will not 
be {nfluenced from outside quarters, 

A well-known member of the Ger- 
man Relchstag, Erzberger, who ie 
closely eesociate@ with prominent 
military circles, writing on the block- 
ade, asks the people pot to assume 
that Germany Is bluffing. It will soon 
appear, he says. teat the menace ts 
great and earnest, and will be carried 
out in the mest effectual manner pos- 
sible.

Eye-Witness Says Terrible Execution 
“In Being Wrought by. Big Wee- 
- pons..Whose:Nolse Is So Great It 
Covers the Approach of an Attack- 
- fing Force — Germans Have New 
“) Jhftammable Shel. 


LONDON, Feb. 13. — The British 
army in France is now using heavy 
howitzers, which according to a re- 
port from the official “eye-witness 
with the expeditionary forces, have 
gained ascendancy. over the heavy 
German guns: These howitzers, he 
states, were used in successful at- 
tacks on the German positions .[n 
the brickfields south of La Basser Ca- 
pal a week ago last night. 

“Our heavy howitzers took part In 
this bombardment, thelr fire being di- 
rected on the railway triangle,” the 
“eze-witness" says. “The boom of 
these pieces and the detonations of 
their shells were audible twenty 
tales away above the roar of the oth- 
er artillery, while to those close at 
hand the abrieking of the great pro- 
Jectiles through the alr was mgst im- 
pressive, as were the volumes of 
amoke and debris thrown up.- The 
effect of the lyddite shells wan truly 
férrifie, one house g blown bodily 
into the alr, and as they burst among 
the brick stacks they created great 
havoc among the enemy. 

“The assault was launched against 
a@ strong position or ‘keep’ among 
the stacksz,of bricks Lela by the Ger- 
mans. Our storming column: rushed 
the work from three sidea at once 
and capturee it with very little loss, 
for, as prisoners afterwards’ stated, 
the nolse of the bursting shells was 
so great and the clouds of dust with 
which the defenders were surrounded 
were so thick that they did not ob- 
serve our men advan:ing until too 
late. At the same time trenches to 
the north of this point, between it 
and the canal, were stormed by an- 
atber party. By seizing these polnia 
we were enabled ta occupy a contic- 
uous line southwards from our fur- 
ward posts on the canal, which form- 
ed an advantageous position tn front 
of the Srick felds. 

“We captured nineteen unwounded 
prisoners, In addition to many wound- 
ed, a trench mortar and machine 
guns. The Gerrans left seventy dead 
on the ground, while our casualties 
were fusignificant. 

“The Germans, however, shawed 
no Inclination to accepi this reverse, 
for in the early hours of Feb. 7 a body 
of them advanced along the canal 
bank shouting out. ‘Don’t shoot. We 
are engineers.’ This form of strate- 
gem, unfortunately for the enemy. 
bas now lost {ts novelty. Our men 
held their fire until the supposed eap- 
pers were only a few yards away afd 
then opened with 2 machine sun. with 
the result that the ‘engineers’ fel) 
back, leaving thirty dead bodies In 
front of our lines. In the afternoon 
another attack was attempted, but 
it melted away under our artillery 
fire and did not arrive at close quar- 
ters. 
“The Germans rely very much‘ on 
an incendiary shell for damaging 
towns, and in thelr recent bombard. 
ment of Armentieres they made use 

















of projectiles of this type packed with ‘ 
candles, composed of celluloid, phos- 


phorus and wax, which 
inflammable that It 
placed in the sun.” 


GREATEST IN HISTORY. 


Alr Raid on Belgian lorts Comment- 
ed on By London Papes 


LONDON, Feb. 12. — The Chren- 
tcle’s naval correspondent says: “The 
greatest aeroplane and seaplane raid 
in bistory has been achieved by the 
Daval wing of the Royal Flying 
Corps, is the apléendid news of this 
morning. No fewer thao thirty-four 
Daval seaplanes and aeroplanes bave 
been engaged in operations covering 
twenty-four hours. German threats 
of a so-called blockade, to be begun 
next Thursday, have been dnticinat- 
ed by the bold and successful act of 
our gallant airmen against their 
bases, The object was to break up 
and destroy preparations for this 
blockade which the Germans were 
making on the coast, chiefly at Zee- 
bruege, and everything that could an- 
sist them in their preparations.

“Every Ounce of Sea Pressure Will

LONDON, Feb. 16.—Great Britain

Conflicting. Forces Aro in’ Contact 

From tho Niemen at Augustowo 

* to the Vistals at Plock, and the

PETROGRAD, Feb. 19.—The Rus- 
alan front. from the Niemen at Au- 
gustowo to the Vistula at Plock and 
Sierpec, has established almost con- 
tinuous contact with the Germans, 
who are endeavoring to make a new 
attempt to capture Warsaw from the 
north and fighting bas reached a cli- 
max of stubbornness at both flanks of 
the alignment. The Germans are 
striving desperately to break through 
the Russian Ilnea at Augustowo at 
the southeastern corner of East Prus- 
sia and on the roads which lead from 
Slerpee to Plock. The German plan 
is evidently to turn the Russian flank 
and compel! the grand duke to make 
a retirement, but the Russians are de- 
tetminedly resisting and if they are 
able to secure a brief delay of the 
enemy they are expected to be able to 
selidtfy their positions and make 
them impregnable as they have done 
before Warsaw. It Js concelyed that 
necessity may compel the ftussians 
to retire slightly, but general conf- 
dence remalos that the Germans hare 
attempted to reach Warsaw by the 
back door, but In the present instance 
they are swinging further cast to the 
banks of the Niemen, to make a drive 
south, : 

In Bukowina the Russians finally 
aQnounce the evacuation of Czerno- 
witz and retirement behind the River 
Pruth to avold being flanked by the 
hostile column which bas been moved 
up the valley of that stream.

The Bank Notes — 
of Belgium 


Complicated Problem That Must 
be Solved After the War 


A singular situation has been creat- 
ed in Belgium, as the cesult of the 
German military occupation, with re- 


ing made to the Belgian legal-tender 
paper currency in the shape of bank 
notes issued by the Societe Generale 
de Belgique, says the City Editor of 
the London Times. Our special cor- 
respondent at Amsterdam, referrinz 
to the issue of these notes for an un- 
limited) amount, and to the fact that 
they have no legal recognition from 
the Belgian Government, gots rather 
too far perhaps, when he describes 
them os having ‘no more value than 
the paper on which they are printed, 
but, strictly speaking; the statement 
is correct. The sole privilege of issu- 
ing Belgian hank notes rests with the 
National Bank ‘ of Belgium, which, 
hy the decision of the Belgium Gov- 
ernment on August 26, transferred its 
nesets, including its éngraving plates, 
to London, where they remain in the 
custaly of the Bank of England.

For the Front 


Minister of Milttia to Get a Com- 
mand In Canadian Foree—Will 


Retire Shortly 


OTTAWA, Feb. 25.—(Special)—The 
resignation of Major-General Sam 
Ilughes from the Federal Cabinet and 
tho formal announcement that he has 
been given a command in the Canad- 
ian expeditionary forces is expected to 
take place shortly. It is understood 
that negotiations are ins progress be- 
tween Sir Robert Borden and the 
British War Office through the medium 
of Sir George Perley, acting High Com- 
missioner in London, with a ¥iew to 
securing for General Hughes a suit- 
able command in the composite British 
army now at the front, ' > 

For some time after the beginning 
of the war it was considered impossible 
by the Prime Minister to allow General 
Hughes to leave Canada, but the 
Militia Department ix now in smooth 
working order, and there is less reason 
for the Prime Minister to refuse to 
let him vo. 

Rumor has been busy all day regard- 
ing the retirement of the Minister, and 
it is the solo topic of conversation in 
tho lobbies. The general. statement 
was that the opponents of General 
Hughes—aond there are some—had been 
successful’ in forcing him ont of ‘the 
Cabinet. 

General Hughes was credited by’ a 
friend of his tonight with saying that 
there was nothing in the statement as

quickly as possible. 

Canadian ladles, headed by Lady 
Drummond, are arranging for.a dix- 
tribution of comforts among the 
wounded Canadians. 

One hundred and fifty out of the 
five hundred soldiers who recently ar- 
rtved from Canada have gone to re- 
lnforce the Princess Patricias, 

A Canadian Associated -Press de- 
spatch recelved yesterday says: An 
officer who has'just returned from the 
front states that the Canadians were 
in the trenches in the middle of this 
week, relieving English troope.’ 

The Canadians suffered a Mss of 
three killed and fourteen wounded, 
There is no confirmation of this in 
official quarters.
